A MAN has been given a 
seven-year prison sentenee 
for manslaughter after beat¬ 
ing his girlfriend to death at 
her flat in Ilford. 

Hussein Abu, 37, of 
Whiteehapel Road, 

Whiteehapel, pleaded guilty 
to manslaughter at the Old 
Bailey on May 21 and was 
senteneed at the same eourt 
the following day for the 
death of 26-year-old Sannah 
Javed after an ineident at her 
flat in Green Lane on the 
evening of Deeember 2, 
2014. 

At 11.15pm that night 
poliee offieers were ealled 
to her address following 
reports that a woman had 
eollapsed. 

When they arrived, they 
found Abu in an agitated 
state. He initially told the 
offieers that Sannah had eol¬ 
lapsed while sitting on her 
bed, but he subsequently 
offered two alternative ver¬ 
sions of events. 

Sannah was taken to King 

I George Hospital, Barley 
Lane, Goodmayes. where 
she died shortly after

12.30am on Deeember 3. 

Following a post-mortem 
examination on Deeember 6, 
it beeame apparent that 
Sannah had sustained a 
number of internal and 
external injuries. 

Home Offiee pathologist 
Dr Ashley Fegan-Earl eon- 
eluded that some of these 
injuries were in keeping 
with a third party assault. 

Abu was arrested on 
Deeember 6 and eharged the 
following day. 

The eourt had heard that at 
the time of her death Sannah 
had been in a turbulent rela¬ 
tionship with Abu for a 
number of years and their 
relationship had been lit¬ 
tered with domestie rows. 


By Deeember 2014, 
Sannah and Abu were living 
apart. 

Deteetive Chief Inspeetor 
Tim Duffield, of the Met’s 
homieide and serious erime 
eommand, said: “The poliee 
investigation exposed 
Hussein Abu as a violent 
and eontrolling man, a per¬ 
son who, after attaeking his 
partner, was prepared to lie 
in an effort to eseape justiee. 

“Abu had ample opportu¬ 
nity to admit his guilt earlier 
but ehose to put Sannah’s 
family through the further 
ordeal of a eriminal trial. 

“I ean only hope his eon- 
vietion helps her family 
begin to eome to terms with 
their loss.”

Artist offers his designs on possible 
future for shops in the high street 


A NEW project encouraging 
independent businesses to get 
into high street shops has been 
launched in Romford. 

Dutch artist Kevin Smeeing is 
testing his idea at the Quadrant 
Arcade in South Street, with the 
Romford Contemporary Arts 
Programme.

Newcastle United 2 
West Ham United 0 
Brian Jeeves reporting 
from St James’ Park 

MANAGER Sam Allardyce parted 
company with West Ham United 
after relegation-threatened Newcas¬ 
tle United comfortably brushed aside 
his woeful Hammers at St James’ 
Park to secure their place in the Bar¬ 
clays Premier League next season. 

This news came of little surprise 
to most people connected with the 
Boleyn ground outfit, the fans rela¬ 
tionship towards their boss has 
always been somewhat frosty. 

The club now begin the search for 
a new man to take the hotseat with 
David Moyes, Slaven Bilic and 
Steve McClaren, newly sacked 
from Derby, among the names cur¬ 
rently being suggested as a possible 
replacement. 

Hammers arrived in the north east 
without any kind of consistency. 

Despite producing a decent dis¬ 
play the week before against Ever- 
ton at Upton Park, it was an all too 
familiar late goal that cost the east 
Londoners dearly. Nevertheless, the 
Hammers were determined to end 
their campaign with a flourish. 

The situation was desperate for rel¬ 
egation-threatened Newcastle. The 
Magpies hadn’t tasted victory since 
Aston Villa’s visit to the north east in 
late February. And following a disap¬ 


pointing defeat at QPR the equation 
was very simple for John Carver’s 
men - equal or better Hull City’s 
result against Manchester United or 
drop into the Championship. 

St James’ Park has been far from 
harmonious of late. Poor form cou¬ 
pled with the Geordie supporters’ 
unremitting resentment towards 
owner Mike Ashley and Carver 
only added to a raucous but dis¬ 
tinctly edgy atmosphere. 

It was their side who made the 
bolder start. Emmanuel Riviere’s low 
drive fizzed across the face of Adri¬ 
an’s goal after a sweeping move 
down the right involving Papiss 
Cisse and Moussa Sissoko. Soon 
after Riviere was again troubling the 
Hammers, this time sending an acro¬ 
batic scissor-kick into the side net¬ 
ting after Daryl Janmaat had centred. 

The Magpies continued to domi¬ 
nate. Janmaat zipped an effort just 
off-target with Adrian at full 
stretch, but when West Ham finally 
sprung forward, Tim Krul did well 
to block from Stewart Downing. 

The Hammers had found their feet. 
Cresswell’s teasing cross had Krul 
scurrying, but drifted past an upright, 
while at the other end Riviere fluffed 
his lines after finding some space 
inside the visitors’ box. And the home 
side passed up another glorious 
opportunity when Janmaat’s free 
header was wayward after Jack Col- 
back had drove in from the left. 

As the half drew to a close. Col- 


back sent another effort the wrong 
side of the woodwork, and with the 
scores also still level at Hull, New¬ 
castle’s players received a subdued 
reception as they left the field for 
their half-time cuppa. 

The mood deteriorated further 
when Colback teed up an open 
goal, but neither Cisse nor Riviere 
were on hand to benefit. But within 
minutes St James’ Park exploded 
into life. Gutierrez picked out Sis¬ 
soko with a pinpoint cross and the 
French midfielder beat Adrian with 
a thumping downward header. 

The Newcastle fans were now in a 
frenzy, greeting every accurate pass 
and crisp tackle in the same manor 
of a goal, in stark contrast the trav¬ 
elling contingent from east London 
voiced their displeasure when 
Allardyce replaced striker Enner 
Valencia with Morgan Amalfitano. 

Skipper Fabricio Coloccini 
almost added a second for Newcas¬ 
tle with an audacious volley after 
Colback and Janmaat had fash¬ 
ioned the opening. 

Vumon Anita should have sealed 
the result for the home side after 
picking the pocket of Cresswell and 
racing the length of the field. But 
only found Adrian’s outstretched 
hand. But when Jonas Gutierrez 
unleashed a deflected angled drive, 
the Spanish keeper could do very 
little to prevent Newcastle all-but 
securing their safety. 

Gutierrez was rumoured to be 


playing his final game for the Mag¬ 
pies. The player has cemented his 
place in Geordie folk law after 
bravely fighting testicular cancer 
before resuming his career. His cel¬ 
ebration showed just how much he 
and the fans meant to each other. 

The St James’ Park party was now 
in full swing, referee Martin Atkin¬ 
son’s whistle confirmed Newcastle 
had avoided the drop. 

The drama didn’t end there, with 
Newcastle fans staging an “occupa¬ 
tion” of St James’ Park in another 
protest against owner Ashley. 

After the game a reflective 
Allardyce said: “I knew it was com¬ 
ing. I’ve no problem. I’ve had a dis¬ 
cussion with the owners. I wasn’t 
going to sign a contract and we 
both agreed it was probably the 
right time to move on” 

An upbeat Carver said: “It’s been 
a rollercoaster of a season.”
